NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 10th March, 2000 

S.O. 267(E),— Whereas in pursuance of the Host Country Agreement between the Government of India and 
Centre for Space Science and Technology Education in Asia and the Pacific (AflBliated to the United Nations) (hereinafter 
referred to as the “Centre’’), it is necessary to accord to the said Centre, its representatives and officers privileges and 
immunities set out in the said Agreement similar to certain provisions set out in the Schedule to the United Nations 
(Privileges and Immunities) Act, 1947 (46 to 1947). 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Act, the Central Government hereby 
declares that the provisions of Article I, Article II (only Sections 2, 3 and 7), Article III, Article IV, Article V (only 
Sections 17,18, 20, 21), Article VI, Article VII (only Sections 25 and 26), Article Vm (only Section 29) of the Schedule 
to the said Act shall apply mutatis mutandis; to the Centre and to its representatives subject to the following :— 

1. The exceptions referred to in Articles 111(3), III(5), III(9) (c), 111(13), IV(1) and rV(2) of the Host Country 
Agreement. 

2. In the Schedule to the said Act. 

(i) in Sections 17 and 20, for the words “the Secretary-General”, wherever they occur, the words “the 
Director” shall be substituted; 

(ii) Section 18 shall apply only in respect of internationally recruited staff, 

(iii) in respect of staff members, who are locally recruited, only clause (a) and (b) of Section 18 shall apply. 

3. This Notification shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 
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
